spraying the photosensitizer solution onto the contaminated surface ; and 

illuminating the surface with light from the light source^ 
wherein the step of heating the photosensitizer with waste heat from the light source 
occurs prior to the step of spraying the photosensitizer onto the contaminated surface .
